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REQUIREMENT FOR UNITY OF INVENTION 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in response to this 
action, to elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

I. Claims 1-11 and 18-21, drawn to an antibody or antigen-binding fragment thereof 
that binds to an extracellular localized epitope of Hsp70 on tumor cells. 

II. Claims 26, 27, and 31, drawn to a method of determining a tumor comprising 
assaying cells in a sample from a patient with an antibody that binds to an 
extracellular localized epitope of Hsp70. 

III. Claims 33 and 35, drawn to a method of targeting a diagnostic agent to a cell 
which express an extracellular localized epitope of hsp70 on the cell surface, 
comprising administering to the subject a therapeutically effective amount of a bi- 
or multifunctional molecule of any one of claims 1 9 to 21 . 

2. The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Invention Group l-lll lack unity of invention because even though the 
inventions of these groups require the technical feature of an antibody or antigen- 
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binding fragment thereof that binds to an extracellular localized epitope of hsp70 on 
tumor cells. This technical feature is not a special technical feature as it does not 
make a contribution over the prior art in view of Multhoff (U.S. Patent No. 7,396,681 
B1, Jul. 8, 2008). Multhoff teaches a monoclonal antibody that binds to the carboxy- 
terminal region (amino acids 504-617) of Hsp70 on tumor cells (bottom of column 1 1 
to top of column 12). Therefore, the shared technical feature does not make a 
contribution over the prior art 

Accordingly, Groups l-lll are not so linked by the same or a corresponding 
special technical feature as to form a single general inventive concept. Thus, unity of 
invention is lacking and restriction is appropriate. 

Species Election 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species of tumors are as listed in claims 2 and 31 .
